EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

• In claim 25, line 2, the phrase "said at least one current" has been deleted 
and the phrase -said first current — inserted therefor. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 7-1 1, 13-21, and 24-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the references 
of record, either alone, or in combination, do not teach or suggest at least the limitations 
of: independent claims 1 and 11, specifically the first switch driving circuit and the

configuration of the five switches of the first switch driving circuit, in the setting of 
claims 1 and 1 1 . 

Claims 3, 7-10, 13-21, and 24-27 are dependent upon the above independent 

claims.
